The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1 , 3-12, 14-17, 29-32, and 34-38 is indicated because the Examiner agreed with 
applicant's remark that having the ferromagnetic layers of opposite magnetization 
directions does not necessarily exhibit negative exchange coupling between the layer 
and the prior art of record does not suggest the tunneling magnetoresistive stack 
exhibits a negative exchange coupling between the ferromagnetic layers where a tunnel 
barrier layer comprises a titanium alloy oxide is formed at least on the first layer as 
recited in claim 1 or between the layers as recited in claims 1 1 and 29 where the tunnel 
barrier can also be an oxide, nitride or oxynitride of a titanium alloy.
